GRANITE CITY — Natural gas won out over 
Natural Light beer Friday morning when a leak in 
a gas line servicing Granite City Steel caused the 
evacuation of a tavern across the street. 

But customers of the Straight Home tavern, 20th 
Street and Edwardsville Road, went home or else- 
‘where without incident. A spokesman for the com- 
pany that owns the gas line said there was little 
danger in the first place. 

‘The leak, which caused minor traffic congestion 
on Madison Avenue as traffic was detoured off 
Edwardsville Road and 20th Street, happened 
about 9:15 a.m. It was repaired about 11 a.m. by 
employees of the Mississippi River Transmission 
Co:, which owns the pipeline. 

The fenced-in meter station where the leak 
occurred is located near the entrance to St. Louis 
Slag Products, across Edwardsville Road from the 
tavern. 

Within minutes, Granite City Steel security men 
and firemen, city police and firefighters blocked 
off Edwardsville Road and 20th Street to prevent 
motorists from driving by and perhaps tossing a

“There was really no danger. to anyone,” said 
Frank Antoine, regional operations superintendent 
of Mississippi River Transmission Co., which has a 
network of underground natural gas lines in Loui- 
siana, Arkansas, Missouri and Mlinois.

Jim Strack entered the tavern and evacuated it.

=Now would be a good time to 
spray ‘the outside foundation of 
your home with Diazinon. This 
will help prevent the movement 


of insects into the home. 


In addition to spraying the 
foundation, spray a strip of soil 
adjacent to the foundation. 


If you locate ant colonies in 
the lawn area, treat these areas 
with Diazinon or Dursban. If you 
need to treat the inside of the 
home for ant control, use “a 
one-half percent ready-to-use 
spray’ of Diazinon, Dursban or 

Baygon on the baseboard, cracks

Public Relations has a program 
that is more typical of internship 
programs.

Once in a while, you'll get 
an intern who is very motivated, 
eager to learn and they go above 
and beyond the usual standards. 
Their excitement is very conta- 
gious, and that can be a greater 
motivator in itself.” 

Many people in public rela- 
tions come from the field of 
journalism. Most journalism pro- 
gram require internships. 

“I think it is a good. require- 
ment,’’ Williams said. ‘‘It gives 
a student a chance to get a taste 
of the real world. At times, when 





you are stuck in an academic 
setting, you tend to look at

} Rhonda Koldehoff, a_regis- 
jtered physical therapist for Pro- . 
ifessiona’ Therapy Services in 
{Belleville, says many young ath- 
Wetes are plagued by the sore, 
{pulled and torn muscles which 
thave hampered adult athletes 
"for decades. But she claims that 
such injuries can be reduced — 

t only for kids, but for people 
jof all ages — by proper stretch- 

' Ung exercise. 

\..<“It’s always easier to treat the 
jproblem before the injury,” “Kol- 
Mehoff said. “There are more 
lorganized sports activities for 
‘kids in the younger age groups 
than ever fore. When I was 
working in Chesterfield (at the 
St. Louis Orthopedic Sports Med- 
icine Clinic), I kept seeing youn- 
ger and younger kids with inju- 
ries: 

“People always think kids are 
young and flexible and won't get 
hurt, but you’ve also got to 
remember that their bodies are 
growing and changing. If any- 
thing, that makes them more 
susceptible to injuries.” 


Koldehoff recommends “‘plas- 
tic’’ stretching as op} ed to 
“elastic” - stretching, but that 
doesn’t mean people have to 
learn new exercises. 

“It’s not the position you 
stretch in, it’s how you stretch,” 
oleate ate “In school, I 
alwa: eard, ‘No pain, no gain.” 
People used to think. you had to 
do a lot of stretching to do any 


good. 

“But studies have shown that 
stretchimg jthe old way is like 
stretching a rubber band — 
when you stop, it just goes back 
to the way it was. You may get 
a little looser for a while, but 
there’s never any permanent 
change.”’ 

Plastic stretching, on the other 
hand, causes a permanent 
ates in the length of a mus- 
cle. 

‘You only stretch to a point 
where you feel a slight tension 
or tightness’ in the muscle,’” Kol- 
dehoff said. ‘“You wait until that 
goes away, then you do another 
stretch. In the beginning, it. 
takes longer as -you stretch out, 
but it doesn’t take as long to do 
it in the future.”” 

Koldehoff believes many 
young athletes .are injured 

ecause they try too hard to 
please parents and coaches. 

“Sometimes (parents ‘and 
coaches) are too demanding,”’

Hardware update prevents problems 


By Al Schneider 
Central Hardware’s

Every home has hardware 
hassles that need a little atten- 
tion from time to time. Rémem- 
ber the last time you tried to 
open an old dresser and the 
handle came off in your hand? 
Do you have cabinet knobs or 
door handles that rattle every 
time you pass them? 

After, years of use, handles 
always seem to break or come 
loose at the worst possible 
moment. I recommend that you 
take a look around your home 
and fix a few of these ‘prob- 
lems in waiting’? before they 
cause a problem. 

If you are just replacing your 
hardware, remember that 
knobs, pulls and catches come 
in all shapes and sizes. Be sure 
to take your old hardware to 
the store when you make a new 
purchase to be certain that you 
get exactly what you need. If 
you are ‘ready for a change, 
there are certain types of hard- 
ware that may work better than 
others on your particular piece 


‘of furniture or style of door. 
Choose carefully. 

If I choose to put on new 
knobs or pulls, I often drill new 
holes in the door or drawer 
front. Chances are, that the old, 
loose hardware including the 
screws, have worn away some 
of the wood from the original 
holes. New holes, on the other 
hand, will allow you to get a 
firm seating for the new hard- 
ware. 

I generally use plastic wood 
to fill in “old holes. Color the 
dried filler material with a sim- 
ple child’s crayon or mixture of 
crayon colors and blend it with 
a finger to match your wood 
tone. This process will make the 
old holes almost invisible. 

Pulls and knobs also come in 
a-variety of colors and materi- 
als, from plastic to metal to 
wood and mere. They make the 
decorating possibilities almost 
endless. When putting on new 
pulls, T prefer to position them 
just above the centerline on a 
drawer, If the drawer is more 
than 18- to 20-inches wide, I 
generally install two drawer 
pulls or knobs. 

























Your drawer pulls may have 
broken or come loose because 
of the friction between the 
drawer and the glides. Check 
your drawer glides. I use paraf- 
fin wax to keep drawer runners, 
especially wooden ones, sliding 
smoothly. 

If you want to install or 
catches, instead of handles or 
knobs, I. recommend that you 
locate the catch as close as pos- 
sible to the outside. handle 
where hands will open it. This 
will eliminate any undue pres- 
sure or strain on the hardware 
over time. 

Finally, when selecting the |- 
hardware, keep in mind.the use 
that the cabinet will have. Typi- 
cally, rubber or, roller catches 
are the. least -noisy. and-most 
durable.. If you have chil 5 
this may be a good opportunity 
for you to install safety latches 
with finger accesses. usu- 
ally. prevent youngsters from 
into cleaning supplies or

Making cuts in the right direc- 
tion—can—make -a—big difference 
in the finished appearance’ of 
your work.

For outside corners, 
I generally cut each piece at 45- 
degree angles so that when prop- 
erly joined, they form a perfect 
90-degree angle. 

For inside corners, I prefer to 
use coping. Coping produces a 
neater-looking joint with less 
risk of creating large gaps in 
corner baseboards where two 
walls intersect. If the back of 
the molding is flat and square, 
carefully trace the outline of-one 
section ‘Perpendicular to the 
back -of other.--Using a spe- 
cial coping saw; cut the-end of 
the traced piece to fit the op} 
site molding.

Household record-keeping | 
not necessarily a struggle 


Su , for some reason, you 
ne to know how much you 
paid to have your kitchen- 
remodeled. Are you the of 


person. who could walk to the 
right closet, open the box 
marked ‘‘1984’’ and pull the con- 
tract out of the envelope marked 
“Home Improvements?’’ Or 
would you first rummage 
through the unmarked files in 
your , then check the box 
stuffed with paid bills, before 
finally remembering that you 
were using the contract as a 
bookmark in that unfinished 
murder mystery? 


Keept good. records doesn’t 
have a be time-consuming and 
every check written doesn’t have 
to saved ‘‘just in case.’’ The 
Missouri Society of CPAs says 
the key to efficient record-keep- 
ing is knowing what to keep, 
where to keep it and for how 
long. The following is a summa- 
ry of some of the important 
areATZ as of record-keeping. 

Personal Records: Including 
birth certificates, marriage cer- 
tificates, divorce papers, separa- 
tion agreements, citizenship or 
naturalization papers, passports, 
social security cards and_mili- 
tary service records. These 
items should be kept indefinitely. 

....*Insurance Policies: Including 
life, disability, mortgage, auto- 
mobile, homeowners or tenant 
insurance pelicies: It’s a good 
idea to hold on to policies for a 
few years after they are can- 
celed in case you have to prove 
your coverage in the event a 
delayed claim is filed against 
you. 

Tax Records: Not only the tax 
returns thi ives, but support- 
ing documents also must be 
retained. Under normal circum- 


stances, the Internal Revenue 
Service ean go back three years 
for auditing purposes. The IRS 
does have six years, however, to 
challenge a return if they-have 
reason to believe that a taxpayer 
has failed to report more than 25 
percent of the income stated on 
the return. CPAs advise you to 
keep for six years, all docu- 
ments that support tax deduc- 
tions or are related to your tax 
return, including canceled 
checks, 
. eInvestment and 
Records: including stock and 
bond. certificates, buy and sell 
orders, statements and canceled 
checks. Any of these items that, 
support income, expenses or 
deductions on your income tax 
return should be retained for six 
years. Other bank statements 
and canceled checks should be 
kept for a year or until you’re 
sure that you won’t need them to 
prove that you paid a bill. 
*Records of Debts: Including 
first and second mortgages, 
equity, personal and auto loan 
agreements. Keep a record of 
paid-off loans for a number of 
years as proof of payment. 
Property Records: Including 
deeds, title papers and surveys. 
Property records should be kept 
indefinitely. You"should keep the 
title for your car, boat or other 
property for six years after you 
‘sell it. e 
*Home Improvements: Keep 
records, receipts or contracts for 
thé cost of all home improve- 
ments. These costs increase your 
home’s cost basis and can 
reduce the capital gains tax 
when you sell: 
slemployer Benefits and Retire- 
ment Plans: Booklets explaining 
medical coverage and other ben- 


efits, and records on pension and 
profit-sharing plans, should he 
kept as long as, you have bene- 
fits due. : 
*Family Health ecords: 
Includes immunization'“informa- 
tion, dates and details of 
operations and hospitalizations. 
is information should be kept 
indefinitely and your children’s 
records should be given to them 
when they are grown. } 
eWill: You should have your 
lawyer keep the original, while 


Bank you keep a copy at home. Clear-—- 


ly indicate on the copy where 
the original may be found. If you 
should make a new will, be sure 

old one and all copies are 
destroyed. 

By now you're probably won- 
dering just where you’re going. 
to store all of this information. 
Pay that are very valuable or 
difficult to replace, such as birth 
and marriage certificates, prop- 
erty deeds and titles, and stock 
and bond certificates belong in a 
safe deposit box. 

A safe deposit box is; without 
question, the most secure place 
to keep important papers and 
small valuables. Most banks rent 
safe deposit boxes on an annual 
pase suds if used to store 

icomeé-} lucing property, such 
as bonds or stock certificates, 
the rental fees may provide you 
with a tax deduction. It’s a good 
idea’'to make a iist of the. con- 
tents of your box and keep it at 
home along with copies of the 
documents. in it. 

In many states, a safe deposit 
box is sealed upon the death of 
the owner. If this is the case, 
don’t put your will or life insur- 
ance policy in the box. To check 
the law in your state, consult a 
banker or attorney. 


Screwdriver misuse invites injury 


A_tool_ that is often misused, 
by the do-it-yourselfer and the 
fessional craftsman alike, is 
screwdriver. There are very 
few who can say they haven't 
used a screwdriver to pry open 
tent, punch pour holes in metal, 
ment, ch pour holes in metal, 
chisel Sood and much more. 

If you include yourself among 
the-guilty, you are flirting with 
serious injury, warns the Hand 
Tools Institute (HTI), an associ- 
ation of American and Canadian 
hand tool manufacturers. 


The institute points out that 


screwdrivers are mranetac hed 
only for the purpose ving 
or removing screws. According- 
ly, the strength and types of 
materials that go into the manu- 
facture of screwdrivers are lim- 
ited. 

Misuse of the screwdriver, 
such as striking it with another 
tool or using it as a prying tool, 
‘could cause the screwdriver to 
break and cause serious person- 
al injury, as well as possible 
damage to other involved equip- 


Don’t use a Screwdriver with 





rounded edges or tips — it may 
slip and damage the work. 

Don’t -use-a-screwdriver—to 
check a storage battery or o' 
electrical current. 4 

Don’t use; pliers .on handle or 
shank of screwdriver to get 
extra turning power. A wrench 
should be used only on a square 
shank that is especially designed 
for the purpose. . 

Don’t expose a screwdriver 


blade to excessive heat. It may. 


reduce hardness of the bladé. 

Don’t use a screwdriver with a 
split or broken handle. 

Don’t redress a round blade 
tip unless you know how to do it 
correctly. - 

The institute points out it is 
always a good practice to wear 
safety goggles when using hand 
tools to avoid serious injury. 

In-addition to using the screw- 
driver safely, no: home or work- 
place should be without an 
assortment ‘of serewdrivers, a 
minimum of three types, such as 
the stubby for work in close 
quarters, the commonly used 
standard blade type and the 
Phillips. 


Of course, there are hahy 
gat 


types of. screwdrivers, such as 
ie hex socket, “bristo, ~torx “and 
clutch head. Generally speaking, 
the most commonly used is the 
standard. screwdriver. used. on 
screws with slotted heads. These 
screwdrivers are usually classi- 
fied according to’ tip width, 
ickness and blade length. 

With few exceptions, the lon- 
ger-the blade length, the wider 
the tip. The tip determines thé 
size of the screw that the-screw- 
driver will drive without damag- 
ing the screw slot. | 

With regard: to torque or turn- 
ing power, this is usually deter- 
mined by. the diameter of the 
handle; the larger the handle 
diameter, the greater the torqué 
power. 


For heavy-duty jobs, screw- 


drivers are also available with 
square shanks so that a wrench 
can be used.on the shank for 
extra turning. power. i 

“As you can readily determine, 
one screwdriver is not enough to 
do dll the jobs. Be certain your 
assortment of screwdrivers is as 


Smplete, as possible. to _fit your
